RESULT OF A LONG STRIKE 


STRIKERS IN MOOD FOB VEBY 


SEBIOU8 OUTBREAK. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 
2.—John 


Pollock was shot and killed, William 
Thayer was seriously wounded, and 
about eight men were hurt in a fight 
between the strikers at the collieries 
in West Pittston and a repair gang 
today. The strikers had been in an 
ugly mood for several days and yes- 
terday they 
stoned several 
men. 


Warrants were issued for their ar- 
rest, but none were served. 


Last night a lot of top rock fell 


in the mine and today Night Watch- 
man William Thtiyer got five men 
together to make repairs. 


As they reached the mine the strik- 


ers blocked their way and 
threw 


stones. 
The workmen ran to the 


"head house" for shelter, whereupon 
the strikeis opened fire upon them. 
Thayer fell 
badly wounded. The 


others returned the fire, killing John 
Pollock, one of the strikers. 
The 


strikers then drew away and are now 
scattered in the woods hiding from 
arrest. 


About 500 men nre involved in the 


strike, which had been in progress 
for nenrly six weeks. They are strik- 
ing against what they claim to be ex- 
cessive dockage. 


A large number of deputy con- 


stables are guarding the mine. The 
strikers, particularly the foreign ele- 
ment, are worked up to a high pitch 
of excitement and threaten vengeance. 
All of them are armed and it would 
not take much provocation to start 
a general riot. 


Sheriff Harvey has been notified 


and will take precautions 
to pre- 


serve pence. 


The officials of the company say it 


was absolutely necessary 
to send 


men into the mine today, as 
the 


heavy top rock threatened to do great 
damage, and had not repairs been 
made at once the loss would have run 
into thousands of dollars. 


The company had intended to make 


some repairs at the mine at the be- 
ginning of the week, but they could 
not get men to go to work at 
any 


price. 
The few "company 
hands" 


who had remained loyal to their em- 
ployers said they would be taking 
their lives in their hands 
if they 


ventured into the mine. Some of the 
strikers had warned them that the 
first one who entered the mine would 
be a dead man.

Mayor Scherer sent the case to Jus- 
tice France, fixing his bond at $100 
and Thursday next as the time of 
the trial. 


A COUSIN OF DBEYFUS.

is staying at an obscure hotel in this 
city with his wife. 
He admits his 


relationship, but denies his identity 
with the much-talked of intermedi- 
ary of that name between Dreyfus 
and Esterhazy. • He says he is or- 
ganizing lodges of the Woodmen of 
America and has not been in France 
in twenty-one years ,but he hears 
often from his sister and will have 
some important information to com- 
municate three weeks from today. 


YELLOW FEVER IN INDIANA. 


MAN DIES IN KNOX COUNTY 


WITH THE DISEASE. 


Recently 
Came 
From 
Cuba—The 


State Board of Health Notified 


—Precautions Taken. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 2.—The 


village of Sandborn. Knox county, is 
all torn up over what is believed to 
b° a genuine case of yellow fever. 
Every precaution is being taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease. 
All thos? known to have been ex- 
posed have been quniantined and the 
personal effects of the patient burned 
and the house in which he died dis- 
infected. 


The secretary of the Knox county 


board of health telephoned the facts 
in the case to Secretary Hurty of the 
state board of health Friday after- 
noon. The patient, whose name the 
doctor did not learn, landed in New 
York from Cuba a few days ago. He 
was sick at the time, but the health- 
authorities passed him, believing he 
had malarial fever. 
He wns sick 


when he arrived at Sandborn and the 
symptoms were those of yellow fever. 
He had chills, a headache, severe 
pains in the body, sud den rise of 
fever, a hot and dry skin and vom- 
ited blood. He also had the yellow- 
ish hue so noticeable in yellow fever. 
The man was quarantined before 
many people had an opportunity to 
visit him, and if he really had the 
disease it Is not likely that there will 
be an epidemic. The man died yes- 
terday morning and was promptly 
buried.

An interesting confrontation be- 


tween General DeLoye and 
Major 


Hartmann followed, the general de- 
claring that he did not believe the 
major was keeping strictly to the 
truth. 


POINTED OUT INACCURACIES. 
DeLoye then proceeded to point to 


what he said were inaccuracies in 
Major Hartmann's testimony. 
He 


insisted that Dreyfus, in the course 
of conversation with artillery officers, 
could have secured information on 
the subjects mentioned in the bor- 
dereau, to which the major retorted 
that if any artilery officer had been 
questioned by Dreyfus he would al- 
ready have come forward to say so, 
as a matter of strict duty. 


General DeLoye, questioned by M. 


Labori and M. Demange, said the in- 
ventor of the Robin shell told him 
Dreyfus never asked him for partic- 
ulars about his shell, except on a 
minor point. 
The 
general 
added 


that he came as a technical witness 
to show Dreyfus could be 
guilty, 


adding that it was not his business 
to say whether he believed him inno- 
cent or guilty. 


He could only say that Dreyfus' 


contention that it was impossible for 
him to know certain matters referred 
to in the borderau was untrue. 


CAUSED A SENSATION. 


M. Labori asked General DeLoye 


if he knew whether the documents 
which could have been betrayed by 
a traitor, especially by the writer of 
the 
bordereau, 
were 
important, 


whereupon the general 
turned 
to 


counsel and excitedly cried: 


"Don't ask me. Don't ask me." 
These exclamations created a sen- 


sation in court, which was doubled 
when General De Loye added that 
there was sufficient in the bordereau 
to establish that the traitor knew the 


stage and remarked that the writer 
of the bordeieau might very well 
employ the term hydraulic 
brake, 


because that was the term used by 
the Germans foi such brakes. 


A VALUABLE WITNESS. 


This ended the deposition of Major 


Hartmann, who certainly was a very 
valuable witness for the defense, al- 
though the effect of his testimony 
was somewhat weakened by General 
DeLoye's theatiical statement 
in 


reply to M. Labori. 


The next witness. M. Havet, a 


member of the Institute, took up the 
bordereau from a grammatical point 
of view, declaring it to be his convic- 
tion, after studying closely the styles 
of Dreyfus and Esterhazy, that the 
latter wrote it. 


The witness entered into an inter- 


esting analysis of the phraseology of 
the bordereau, pointing out that cer- 
tain phrases in it were met with in 
Esterhazy's letters, but never in 
those of Dreyfus. 


He then traced th» influence exer- 


cised on Estriliazy by his linguistic 
acquirements, notably traces of Ger- 
man construction. 


The government commissary, Ma- 


jor Carriere, asked M. Havet if he 
had been present at sessions of the 
court before he had testified. 


M. Havet said: "Yes." 


M. CARRIERE SQUELCHED. 
At which the major, with great 


severity, said: 


''You have been guilty of a grave 


breach of judiciary discipline." 


To this M. Havet quietly 
re- 


marked: 


"But I had not been summoned as 


a witness at the time I attended the 
sessions." 


Major Carriere sat down, check- 


mated. 


The letters exchanged between Col- 


onel Ficquart and General Gonse at 
the time the colonel wanted a thor- 
ough investigation into the case, 
were then read, and M. Labori point- 
ed out to General Gonse that these 
letters never alluded to the alleged 
confession of Dreyfus. 


General Gonse replied that it was 


because he always advised Colonel 
Picquart not to mix up the Ester- 
hazy and Dreyfus cases. 


Dreyfus, he added, had been con- 


demned and his case could not be 
reopened, but they were bound to 
see if there was not another traitor. 


GONSE COMPLAINS. 


The general made a bitter com- 


plaint at the fact that his letters had 
been communicated to M. Scheurer- 
Kestnor, former vice president of the 
senate, who published them in a 
book entitled "Pontius Pilate." 


Replying to M. Labori, General 


Gonse insisted that Dreyfus havjng 
been condemned it was not his duty 
to go back to his case. 


The scene between General Gonse 


and Colonel Picquart followed. 
The 


latter being called said he gave Gen- 
eral Gonse's letter to his lawyer when 
he realized that he was the object of 
abominable intrigues, and when he 
received, in Tunis, a letter of threats 
from the late Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry, sent with the assent of Gen- 
erals Gonse and De Boisdeffre. 


Colonel Picquart added that he was 


not responsible for the subsequent

Tho General insisted, however, that 


only suspe<t"d letters addressed to 
Colonel Picqunit were opened. 


Picquait leplied emphatically that 


all his letters were opened. 


Discussing the "Speranza" letters. 


M. Labori asid the last letter, hav- 
ing been preserved and not returned 
by Colonel Picquart, might be con- 
sidered to be a forgery. 


JOUAUST REBUKES LABORI 
Colonel Jouaust rebuked M. Labori 


for raising the discussion and coun- 
sel retorted warmly that he intended, 
according to article 319 of the code, 
to cay whatever he considered proper 
on a matter which could bring light.

objects around him, believing them 
endowed with good or evil spirits. 
The missionaries in China, Japan, 
India and the other oriental coun- 
tries convert many thousands of the 
natives annually and the great work 
is rapidly spreading. The Christian 
natives in these lands give a large 
percentage of their money for foreign 
missionary work and if the Chris- 
tians at home would give an equal 
percentage the missionary work in 
foreign lands would be a thousand 
per cent, increased. The government 
of the larger countries handicap the 
work of the missionaries by allow- 
ing many kinds of evil to flourish 
from which they get a revenue. An 
African chief once said, 'Send less 
liquor and more missionaries. 
My 


people fear the liquor far more than 
the arrows of the Matabele, for their 
arrows kill only the body, but the 
liquor kills the soul.' Foreign mis- 
sions depend on home missions for 
support and if the people at home 
could see the conditions of things in 
these heathen lands they would be 
spurred tc further missionary effort."

In this discourse Dr. Tu Image ur^ucs 


that religion may br taken into all the 
affairs of life, and instead of being a 
hindrance, as many think, is a re- 
cnforcement. The text is Unmans i»: 
Jl: "Not slothful in business; fervent 
in spirit; serving the Lord." 


Industry, devoutness and Christian 


service—all commended in that short 
text. 
What, is it possible that 
they 


shall be conjoined'.' 
Oh, yes. There is 


no war between religion and business, 
between ledgers and liibles. between 
churches and counting houses. On the 
contrary, religion accelerates business, 
sharpens men's wits, sweetens acerbity 
of disposition, fillips the blood of phleg- 
matics and throws more velocity into 
the wheels of hard work. It gives bet- 
ter balancing to the judgment, more 
strength to the will, more muscles to 
industry and throws into enthusiasm a 
more consecrated fire. You cannot in 
all the circle of the world show me a 
man whose honest business has been 
despoiled by religion. 


The industrial classes are divided into 


three 
groups—producers, 
manufac- 


turers, traders. 
Producers, such as 


farmers and miners. Manufacturers, 
such as those who turn corn into food 
and wool and flax into apparel. Traders, 
such us make profit out of the transfer 
and exchange of all that which is pro- 
duced and manufactured. 
A business 


man may belong to any one or all of 
these classes, and not one is independ- 
ent of any other. 


When the prince imperial of France 


fell on the Zulu battlefield because the 
strapfastening the stirrup to the saddle 
broke as he clung to it, his comrades 
all escaping, but he falling under the 
lances of the savages, a great many 
people blamed the empress for allow- 
ing her son to go forth into that bat- 
tlefield, and others blamed the Eng- 
lish government for accepting the sac- 
rilice, and others blamed the Zulus for 
their barbarism. The one most to blame 
was the harness maker who fashioned 
that strap of the stirrup out of shoddy 
and imperfect material, as it was found 
to have been afterward. 
If the strap 


had held, the prince imperial would 
probably have been alive to-day. 
Hut 


the strap broke. 
No prince independ- 


ent of a harness maker! 
High, low, 


vise, ignorant, you in one occupation, 
1 in another, all bound together. 


So that there must be one continuous 


line of sympathy with each other's 
work. 
But whatever your vocation, 


il you have a multiplicity of engage- 
ments, if into your life there come losses 
and annoyances and perturbations as 
well as percentages and dividends, if 
you are pursued from Monday morning 
until Saturday night, and from January 
to January by inexorable 
obligation 


and duty, then you are a business man, 
or you are a business woman, and 
my subject is appropriate to your 
case. 


We are under the impression that the 


moil and tug of business life are a pris- 
on into which a man is thrust, or 
that it is an unequal strife, where un- 
armed a man goes forth to contend. I 
shall show you this morning that busi- 
ness life was intended of God for grand 
and glorious education and discipline, 
ind if I shall be helped to say what I 
want to say I shall rub some of the 
•wrinkles of care out of your brow and 
unstrap some of the burdens from your 
back. 
I am not talking of an abstrac- 


tion. 
Though never having been in 


business life, I know all about busi- 
ness men. 
In m.v first parish at Belle- 


ville, N. J., ten miles from New York, 
a large portion of my audience was 
made up of New York merchants. Then 
1 went to Syracuse, a place of immense 
commercial activity, and then I went 
to Philadelphia and lived long among 
the merchants of that city, than whom 
there are no better men on earth, and 
for 25 years I stood at my Brooklyn 
pulpit, Sabbath by Sabbath, preaching 
to audiences the majority of whom were 
business men and business women. It 
is not an abstraction of which I speak, 
but a reality with which I am well ac- 
quainted. 


In the first place, I remark that 


business lite was intended as a school 
of energy. 
God gives us a certain 


amount of raw material out of which we 
are to hew our character. 
Our facul- 


ties are to be reset, rounded and sharp- 
ened up. Our young folks having grad- 
uated from school or college need a 
higher education, that which the rasp- 
ing collision of every-day life alone can 
effect. 
Energy is wrought out only 


in the fire. After a man has been in 
business activity 10, 20, 30 years, his 
energy is not to be measured by weights 
or plummets or ladders. 
There is no 


height it cannot scale, and there is no 
depth it cannot fathom, and there is no 
obstacle it cannot thrash. 


Now, my brother, why did God put 


you in that school of energy? Was it 
merely that you might be a yardstick 
to measure cloth, or a steelyard to 
weigh flour? Was it merely that you 
might be better qualified to chaffer and 
higgle? 
No. God placed you in that 


school of energy that you might be de- 
veloped for Christian work. If the un- 
developed 
talents in (he Christian 


churches of to-day were brought out 
and thoroughly harnessed, I believe the 
whole earth would be converted to God 
in a twelvemonth. There are so many 
deep streams that are turning no mill 
and that are harnessed to no factory 
bands. 


Now, 
God demands the best lamb out 


of every flock. He demands the rich- 
est sheaf of every harvest. He demands 
the best mfn of every generation. 
A 


cause in which Newton and Locke and 
Mansfield toiled yon and 1 can afford to 
toil in> 
Oh, for fewer idlers in ftie 


Ctucp of Christ nnd for more Christian 


workers, men who shall take the same 
energy that from Monday morning to 
Saturday night they put forth for the 
achievement of a livelihood or the gath- 
ering of a fortune, and on Sabbuth days 
put it forth to the advantage of Christ's 
kingdom and the bringing of men to 
the Lord. 


Dr. Duff visited a man who had in- 


herited a great fortune. The. man said 
to him: "1 had to be very busy for many 
years of my life getting my livelihood. 
After awhile this fortune came to me, 
and there has been no necessity that I 
toil since. There eauie a time when 1 
said to myself 'Shall I now retire from 
business or shall 1 go on and serve the 
Lord in my worldly occupation'." " He 
said: "I resolved on the latter, and I 
have been more industrious in commer- 
cial circles than 1 ever was before, and 
since that hour 1 have never kept a 
farthing for myself. 
I have thought it 


to be a great shame if I couldn't toi 
as hard for the Lord as I had toiled 
lor myself, and all the products of mj 


factories and my commercial establish- 
ments, to the last farthing, have gone 
for the building of Christian institu- 
tions and supporting the church of 
(.iod." 
Would that the same energy 


put forth for the world could be put 
forth for (iod. Would that a thousand 
men in these great cities who have 
achieved a fortune could see it their 
ditty now to do all business for Christ 
and the alleviation of the world's suf- 
fering! 


Again, 1 remark that business life is 


a school of patience. 
In your every- 


day life how many things to annoy and 
to disquiet! 
bargains will rub. Com- 


mercial men will sometimes fail to 
meet their engagements. 
Cashbooks 


and money drawer will sometimes quar- 
rel, 
(loods ordered fora special emer- 


gency will come too late or be damaged 
in the transportation. 
People intend- 


ing no harm will go shopping without 
any intention of purchase, overturning 
great stocks of goods and insisting that 
you break the dozen. 
More bad debts 


on the ledger. 
More counterfeit bills 


in the drawer. 
Mor* debts to pay for 


other people. 
More meannesses on the 


part of partners in business. 
Annoy- 


ance after annoyance, vexation after 
vexation, and loss after loss. 


All that process will either break you 


down or brighten you up. 
It is a 


school of patience. You have known 
men under the process to become petu- 
lant, and choleric, and angry, nnd pug- 
nacious, and cross, and sour, and queer, 
and they lost their customers, and their 
name became a detestation. Other men 
have been brightened up under the 
process. They were toughened by the 
exposure. They were like rocks, all the 
more valuable for being blasted. 
At 


first they had to choke down their 
wrath, at first they had to bite their 
lip, at first they thought of some sting- 
ing retort they would like to make, but 
they conquered their impatience. They 
have kind words now 
for sarcastic 


flings. They have gentle behavior now 
for unmannerly customers. They are 
patient now with unfortunate debtors. 
They have Christian reflections now for 
sudden reverses. Where did they get 
that patience? By hearing a minister 
preach concerning it on Sabbath? Oh, 
no. They got it just where you will get 
it—if you ever get it at all—selling hats, 
discounting notes, turning banisters, 
plowing corn, tinning roofs, pleading 
causes. Oh, that amid the turmoil and 
anxiety and exasperation of everyday 
life you might hear the voice of (Jod 
saying: "In patience possess your soul. 
Let patience have her perfect work." 


I remark again that business life is 


a school of useful 
knowledge. Mer- 


chants do not read many books and do 
not study lexicons. They do not dive 
into profounds of learning, and 
yet 


nearly all through their occupations 
come 
to 
understand questions of 


finance, and politics, and 
geography, 


and jurisprudence, and ethics. Busi- 
ness is a severe schoolmistress. If pu- 
pils will not learn, she strikes them over 
the head and the heart with severe 
losses. You put $5,000 into an enter- 
prise. It is all gone. Yon say: "That 
is a dead loss." Ob.uo. You are paying 
the schooling. That was only tuition, 
very large tutitiou—I told you it was a 
severe schoolmistress—but it was worth 
it. Yon learned things under that proc- 
ess you would not have learned in any 
other way. 


'iraders^n grain come to know some- 


thing about foreign harvests; traders in 
fruit come to know something about 
the prospects of tropical production; 
manufacturers of American goods come 
to understand the tariff on imported 
articles; publishers of books must come 
'•o understand the new law of copy- 
right; owners of ships must come to 
know winds and shoals and navigation, 
and every bale of cotton nnd every 
raisin cask and every tea box and every 
cluster of bananas is so much literature 
for a business man. Xow, my brother, 
what arc you going to do wit lithe intel- 
ligence? Do you suppose (iod put you 
in this school of information merely 
that you might be sharper in a trade, 
that you might be more successful as a 
worldling? Oh, no. It was that you 
might take thnt useful information and 
use it for Jesus Christ. 


Can it be that you have been dealing 


with foreign lands and never had the 
missionary spirit, wishing the salvation 
of foreign people? Can it be thnt you 
have become acquainted with nil the 
outrages inflicted in business life and 
that you have never tried to bring to 
bear that Gospel which is to extirpate 
all evil and correct all wrongs and il- 
tuminateall and save men for this world 
and the world darkness and Hft up all 
wretchedness to come? Can it be that 
understanding all the intricacies of 
business you know nothing about those 
things which will last after all bills of 
exchange and consignments and in- 
voices and rent rolls shall have crum- 
pled up and been consumed in the fires 
of the last great day? Can it be that a 
man will be wise for time and a fool for 
eternity? 


T remark also that business life is a 


school for integrity. No man knows 
what he will do until he is tempted. 
Tfiere are thousands of men who have 
kept their integrity 
merely because 


they never have been tested. A man 
was elected treasurer of the state of 


some years ago. He was distin- 


guished for his honesty, usefulness and 
uprightness, but before one year had 
passed he had taken of the public funds 
for his own private use and was hurled 
out of office in disgrace. Distinguished 
for virtue before. 
Distinguished for 


crimeafter. You can call over the names 
of me u just like that, in whose honesty 
you hud complete confidence, but placed 
in certain crises of temptation they 
went overboard. 


Never so many temptations to scoun- 


drelisln as now. Not a law on the stat- 
ute book but 
has some back door 


through which a miscreant can escape. 
Ah, how many deceptions in the fab- 
ric of the goods! So much plundering 
in commercial life that if a man talk 
about living a life of complete commer- 
cial integrity there are those who as- 
cribe it to greenness and lack of tact. 
More need of honesty now than ever 
before—tried honesty, complete hon- 
esty—more than in those times when 
business was a plain affair and woolens 
were woolens, and silks were hilks and 
men were men. 


How many men do you suppose there 


are in commercial life who could say 
truthfully: "In all the sales 1 have ever 
made I have never overstated the value 
of goods; in all the sales 1 have ever 
made I have never covered up an imper- 
fection in the fabric; in all the thou- 
sands of dollars 1 have ever made I have 
not taken one dishonest farthing?" 
There are men, however, who can say 
it, hundreds who can say it, thousands 
who can say it. They arc more honest 
than when they sold their first tierce 
of rice, or their first firkin of butter, 
becausetheirhoncsty and integrity have 
been tested, tried and come out 
tri- 


umphant. 
Buf they remember a tinu 


when they could have robbed a partner, 
or have absconded with the funds of a 
bank, or made a false assignment, ot 
borrowed inimitably w i t h o u t any ef- 
forts at payment, or got a man into u 
sharp corner and fleeced him. But the} 
never took one step on that pathway 
of hell fire. They can say 'heir pray- 
ers without hearing thu chink of dis- 
honest dollars. 
They can read their 


Bible without thinking of 
the time 


when with a lie on their soni in the 
custom house they kissed the 
Book. 


They can think of death and the judg- 
ment that comes after it w i t h o u t any 
flinching—that day when all charlatans 
and cheats, and jockeys and frauds 
shall be doubly damned. It does not 
make their knees knock together, and 


| it docs not make their teeth chatter to 


read "as the partridge sitteth on eggs 
and hatcheth them not, so he that get- 
teth riches, and not by right, shall 
leave them in the midst of his days, and 
at his end shall be a fool." 


What a school of integrity business 


life is! If you ever have been tempted 
to let your integrity cringe before pres- 
ent 
advantage, if you 
have 
ever 


wakened up in some embarrassment 
and said: "Now, 1 will step a little 
aside from the right path and no one 
will know it, and I will come all right 
again, it is only once." That only once 
lias ruined ten* of thousands of men 
for this life and blasted their souls for 
eternity. 


A merchant in Liverpool got a five 


pound Bank of England note, and, hold- 
ing it up toward the light, he saw some 
interdclineations in what seemed red 
ink. 
He finally deciphered the letters 


and found out that the writing had 
been made by a slave in Algiers, say- 
ing, in substance: "Whoever g?ts this 
bank note will please to inform my 
brother, John Dean, living near Carlisle, 
that I am a slave of the bey of Algiers." 
The merchant sent word, employed gov- 
ernment officers and found who this 
man was spoken of in this bank bill. 
After awhile the man was rescued, who 
for 11 years had been a slave of the bey 
of Algiers. He was immediately eman- 
cipated, but'was so worn out by hard- 
ship and exposure he r,oon after died. 
Oh, if some of the bank bills that come, 
through your hands could tell all the 
scenes through which thty have passed, 
it would be a tragedy eclipsing any 
drama of Shakespeare, mightier than 
King hear or Macbeth! 


As 1 go on in this, subject, I am im- 


pressed with the importance of our hav- 
ing more sympathy with business men. 
Is it not a shame that we in our pulpily 
do not oftener preach about their strug- 
gles, their trials and their temptations? 
Men who toil with the hand are not apt 
to be very sympathetic with those who 
toil with the brain. The farmers who 
raise the corn and the oats and the 
wheat sometimes arc tempted to think 
lhat grain merchants have an easy time 
and get their profits without giving any 
equivalent. 


We talk about the martyrs of the 


Piedmont 
valley, and the martyrs 


among the Scotch Highlands, and the 
martyrs at Oxford, 
There are just as 


certainly martyrs of Wall street and 
State street, martyrs of Pulton street 
and Broadway, martyrs of Atlantic 
.street and 
Chestnut street, 
going 


through hotter fires, or having their 
necks under sharper axes. 
Then it be- 


hooves us to banish all fret fulness from 
our lives, if this subject be true. We 
look back to the time when we were 
at school, and we remember the rod, 
and we remember the hard tasks, and 
we complained grievously, but now we 
ite it was for the best. Business life is 
i school, and the tasks are hard, and 
the chastisements sometimes are very 
grievous. But do not complain. The 
hotter the fire the better the refining. 
There are men before the throne of (iod 
this day in triumph who on earth were 
cheated out of everything but 
their 


coffin. 
They were surd, they 
were 


imprisoned for debt, they were throt- 
tled by constables with a whole pack 
of writs, they were sold out by the 
sheriffs, they had to eompormise with 
their creditors, they had to make as- 
signments. 
Their dying hours were 


annoyed by the sharp ringing of the 
doorbell by some impetuous creditor 
who thought it was outrageous and 
impudent that a man should dare to 
die before he paid the last half dollar. 


I had a friend who had many mis- 


fortunes. Everything went against him. 
He had good business capacity and was 
of the best of morals, but he was one 
of those men such as you have some- 
time!! seen, for whom everything seems 
to go wrong. His life became to him 
it plague. 
When 1 heard he was dead, 


1 said: "Good—not rid of the sheriffs!" 


Who are those lustrous soulg before 
the throne? 
When the question is 


asked: "Who are they?" the angels 
standing on the sea of glass respond: 
"These are they who came, out of great 
business trouble and had their robes 
washed and made white ill the blood of 
the Lamb."

froini drink that editors are now afraid 
sf his articles.and. although he win to- 
day write as forcible editorials as at 
.my time during hi> life, he sits in a 
cellar in one of our cities writing ncws- 
paper wrappers for on*: dollar per thou- 
sand. 


"I know it Is said when one brings up 


such an instance «.s this: 
'Oh, well, 


that, man drank to excess. One glass 
will not hurt anyone.' How do 1he.se 
people know that it will not? One drop 
of kerosene has been known to throw 
into flame an almost hopeless fire, and 
one glass of liquor may f'an in:to flume ti 
smoldering spark hidden away where 
we never thought it existed. The s|«irk 
may be there and it may not be. Why 
take the risk? Liquor will never do » 
healthy boy or young man the least 
particle 
of 
good; it may do 
him 


harm. 


"Then, as I looked round and caw 


lo know more of people and things, I 
found the always unanswerable argu- 
ment in favor of a young man's absti- 
nence; that is. that the most successful 
men in America to-day lire thos? who 
never lift a wineglass to their lips. Be- 
coming interested in Mi is fact, I had 
the curiosity to inquire personally into 
it; 1 found that of L'S of the leading 
business men in tin- country, whose 
names 1 selected at random. 22 never 
touch a drop of wine. I made up my 
mind that there vv;is sonic reason for 
this.

If, as some say, it is a stimulant tw ft 
busy man, why do not these im-ti. di- 
recting the largest business intiTcsUs 
in this country, resort to it ? And when 
I saw that these were the men whose 
opinions in great business matters were 
accepted by the leading concerns of 
the world, I concluded that their judg- 
ment in the use of liquor would satisfy 
me. If Iheir Judgment in business mat- 
ters could command the respect and at- 
tention of the leaders of trade on both 
sides of the sea, t.heir decision as to 
the use of liquor was not a.pt to be 
.wrong."

Same of (he EffecU of Militarism. 


The Inefficiency of the Civil ConrU. 
Treatment of SnUven by American 
Soldier*. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


MANILA, July 
25.—Xo doubt the 


thought has occurred to most of us 
that a little militarism occasionally 
oven lii our fri« country would be a 
good thing. Ir you have ever had such 
a thought, Manila is the place to euro 
you of it. Military rule is a necessary 
evil at times, but a little of it poos a 
long way. It is demoralizing to those 
in authority, this unlimited power of 
almost life ftud death. The military of- 
ficer falls Into the habit of considering 
himself and his kind as all there is, 
the civilian as nobody. K\on the rea- 
sonable request of a civilian is to be 
denied, oftou merely because the officer 
has the po\\ cr of refusal. There is no- 
body to hold a theclu'ein on him except 
his own military superior, and this one 
seldom pulls the string. 


You have heard how the civil courts 


were reopened by the military goveru-

or's order. IIo decreed that business 
In them should bo transacted in the 
Spanish language. This was the death- 
blow to a number of aspiring Ameri- 
can lawyers who had Migrated to Ma- 
nila in hope of winning fame aud for- 
tune. Bat even that was not enough. 
The judges of the courts themselves 
through act! through were with three 
exceptions Filipino natives. If you tan 
imagine to yourselves the white people 
of Mississippi or Louisiana being com- 
pelled to have their Idw cases decided 
by negro judges, and those only, you 
can picture what the appointment of 
Tagalo judges meant in Manila. 


The British government once at- 


tempted the same thing in India, ap- 
pointing native judges to try white 
people. There are in India 300,000,01(0 
brown people and only 270,000 whiten, 
all told, but such a howl went up from 
those whites that the authorities were 
glad to rescind this sentimental action 
as quickly as possible, and they did it 
in a hurry, and that was the last of it, 
though the natives of India are a rare 
superior in all respects to the Tagalos 
and mestizos of the Philippines. In 
Manila the man who has been appoint- 
ed judge of the supreme court is a na- 
tive, who has nothing in his manners 
or appearance to distinguish him in any 
way from the mau and brother who 
cleans your shoes or takes care of your 
horses. The other day his honor the 
chief justice was walking across a hall 
in the judiciary building when he spat 
upon the beautiful tiled lloor. Perhaps 
ho was dreaming of the ratholc of a 
nlpa hut in which his boyhood days 
were passed. At any rate, lie commit- 
ted tho above abominable 
offense 


against decency and civilization in 
presence of the guard of American sol- 
diers who were in attendance. Instant- 
ly a hand was laid upon his honor's 
arm, not too gently. 


"Don't ye spit on this flure," said 


a voice in a delightful brogue. "If that 
occurs ngain I'll arrest ye. now mind,'' 
said the Irish-American soldier to his 
honor the chief justice of the supreme 
court. Tho justice made uo reply, but 
passed on quickly. 


"But do yon know who that is?" said 


a comrade to his guard. 


"I don't care who it is. I know uio 


orders. All coons look alike to me," 
answered the bold Irishman. 


And it Is certain that till the Tncalo 


changes his character to something 
more forceful and capable than h's 
present one, no matter to vi hat post of 
bonor military or other authority en- 
deavors to raise him. to the white man 
he will continue to be a "coon," noth- 
ing more. 


Yet, while American military rule 


lifts the Tagftlo at some points above 
his capabilities, nt others it has de- 
graded him below tho level of human- 
ity. A few—let us be thankful they are 
a very few—American officers shame 
their country and the divine image of 
manhood by beating and kicking their 
natlte servants like dogs. Taking the 
cue from this, American private sol- 
diers In the streets have been known to 
knock down a defenseless native nnd 
take away from him the fruit or other 
wares he has to sell. They have even 
robbed poor oM decrepit women of 
tbelr trays of mangoes or a wizened 
little Chinese peddler of bin bundle of 
gay silk handkerchiefs and made off 
with It. Fortunately such criminals and 


desperadoes in our ranki are, again, 
very few. Most of our soldiers conduct 
themselves in a way that their fellow 
countrymen at home may be proud of 
them. I have watched them narrowly^, 
aud I know this is the truth. But tin1 


very few who illustrate the beauty of 
military rule by abusiutf natives do not 
serve to increase the love of the Ta- 
galo either fur such rule pr for the 
American government. 


A very curious case occurred the 


other day. One afternoon an American 
gentleman's coachman did not appear 
as usual to drive him home. The car- 
riage was late, and when it arrived the 
gardener was with it instead of the 
coachman. 


"Where is Tomas?" asked the Ameri- 


can. 


"In the calaboose, senor," was the 


answer. 


In brief, Tomas had been arrested 


for passing bad paper money on China- 
uien and natives, lie had in Ins posses- 
sion a quantity of good gold money 
that he had got lu exchange for his 
worthless notes. They were American 
notes. Every kind of American money 
has been hitherto believed in the is- 
lands to be \\oith its face in gold, so 
he had uo ditliculty iu getting rid of it. 


American soldiers do police duty iu 


Manila. Tomas told the officers at the 
prison that he Had the stuff from an 
American soldier, to whom he had giv- 
en gold for it. After persuasion of a 
kind unfortunately too well known in 
the Philippines w:is used, however, he 
told them he had found it on tho Lu- 
neta, and tins story ho sMicK to. His 
master was sent for. Where had Tomas 
obtained the bill*'.' 
His master \\as 


one of those queer people \\lw collect 
curios. 
There is no accounting for 


tastes. Among his curios -uas a pile of 
old American state bank mouoj. "Wild- 
cat money." I think it was (ailed. 
Tagalo sen ants, go through their em- 
ployers' 
belongings 
like 
mice 
or 


mat lies, ami Tomas knew what his 
master had better than that gentleman 
himself did. The master trusted Tomas 
as lie would ha\c trusted his own 
brother, he did. Tomas carried his 
keys and sometimes his money. ():ie 
day this honest Tagalo asked his mas- 
ter about the money lying in the trunk. 
The American explained to him that it 
was not any s;ood and thought no more 
of the matter. It was this stuff that 
Tomas had been passing, exchanging 
for gold at its face value. The honest 
and trusted Tagalo thought bis master 
was saying falsehoods when he said it 
was \\ ortliless. 


"Tomas. Tomas, why did you do 


this?" said his trusting, deluded mas- 
ter. "IMdu't I tell you this money was 
worthless?" 


"Yes. seuor," replied Tornas. "But I 


thought you might be mistaken, and J 
wanted to find out for myself," which 
was a defense: quite viorthy the su- 
perior Intellect of the white man. 


"But why didn't you tell them where 


you ijot it?" asked his employer. 


"Senor," answered the little brown 


man, "an American soldier told me it 
was very bad—niticho mulo—to have 
this money, and I feared if I said I 
had it from my master they would 
punish you too. So I told them I found 
it on the Luneta." 


Once more it will be observed that 


here was a plea worthy the superior 
white intellect. 


The gentleman went to the com- 


manding officer of the prison. That in- 
dn iillial ssiid: 


"The fellow told us all kinds of lies 


till we ga\e him a stood beltincr, then 
we got something like the truth out of 
him." 


The whip that had been used for the 


"bolting" was shown to Tomas' mas- 
ter. 
It \\as of the kind known as o 


•sunkeskin riding whip, a club covered 
by a skin with rousjh spines all over it, 
an instrument so cruel that no humane 
man will ever strike his horse with i'. 
And with this thing of torture the 
Tasalo had been inhumanly lashed 
across his naked body, by order of an 
American army officer, another illus- 
tration of the beauties of military rule. 


Such incidents are fortunat"ly ex- 


tremely rare, but one lias as much ef- 
tect as a hundred would have. The 
T.ngnlo intellect is only a poor litt!-) 
muddled one, incapable Of seeing fine 
points. 
For this reason the natives 


l'Hu> not yet been able altogether to 
bee the \ast superiority of the humane

that of their old masters, the Span- 
lards. The tfiie way with the Filipino 
natives is to treat them neither as white 
men and equals nor as slavish infe- 
riors, but to take a course half way be- 
tween, as nearly as possible.

they are, mildly and humanely, but 
firmly, being led on toward the fullest 
enlightenment they are capable of at- 
taining. What that Is remains to be 
Men. They never yet had a fair chance.

BOYS. 


Personal Ilravery Among the n**k 


ii nd Pile —Lending O«cer« Who

SAN Fn wisro, Aug. £{.-Thls city Is 


full of soldiers. Some are returning to 
their homes, while others are prepar- 
ing for the long \oyage to Manila.

They are 
back from tli" Philippines, Where they 
ha\e fought a good tight. 
They all 


look healthy and well fed, and this

One cap- 
tain talked entertainingly of his Im- 
pressions of the Philippines, but the 
only tiling he would say regarding the 
situation there was that it was pretty 
tough. 


I learned a most Interesting fact 


about the way some of the leading 
generals travel. 
They will not step 


into a Pullman or a Wagner car, but 
prefer the ordinary tourist sleepers. 
The porter in one of the tourist cars 
ohseived a mo.st distinguished stran 
ger in his car. lie reported the fact 
to (lie conductor, who wont In to inves- 
tigate. 
They cl!d not know who he 


was at first, so they compared his face 
with a number of photographs Iu the 
current magazines. He proved to be 
Coiionil Wheeler. When spoken to, he 
acknowledged his identity and said 
his object in trawling in that manner 
was to escape obscnatiou and cspe 
dally re-porters. (Jeueral A. W. Cree- 
ley also came out here in the same 
mauner, dressed iu au ordinary gray 
coat. 
When dbcohered and spoken 


with, he, too, enjoined secrecy and then 
related his experiences in Cuba. 


Here is one story of bra\ery: Lieu- 


tenant l)avis of the Fourth cavalry 
was leading his men in a charge, with 
sword high in the air, when he was 
pierced by a bullet through his lungs.

A sergeant and a corporal of this 


same regiment went out Hailing on one 
of the rivers of Luzon island. They 
were having a gay time and were 
thoroughly enjoying the sport. 
Pres- 


ently the two Americans observed a 
big boat with a ashing party of na- 
tives, 13 in number, all of whom had 
become fishers of men. The V'ankoo 
boys opened tire at once, and while 
the Filipinos only had clubs, still they 
pushed on. 
The guns were kept 


busy, and one by one the natives were 
killed, aud before long the whole crew 
of 1." were dead. 


One of the California volunteer com- 


panies was suddenly confronted by 
over 2,000 native soldiers. The captain 
happened to be in front of his men and 
was so frightened that he dashed back. 
But the men did not retreat. No, the 
American private never docs. Sudden- 
ly a private broke through the rank* 
and gave the order "Forward!" It was 
rank disobedience, but the act of in- 
subordination saved the day. The na- 
tives started to retreat, and the single 
company was soon ably supported by 
re-enforcements.

Forest of Strange Tree*. 


The most extraordinary forest in the

K \\SAS CITY, Aug. 29.—The rise In 


the price of beef, both dressed and on 
the hoof, has naturally caused consid- 
erable commotion in this center of 
packing and shipping. There are vari- 
ous theories advanced as to its cauftfe 
aud as to the probable duration of thy 
higher range of prices. It is intimated 
that there is likely to be a shortagB, fot 
home time in the beef supply. 


lu spite of the denial of the^acken 


that there is a shortage In the avail- 
able beef supply, persons Svho have 
traveled recently through, the range 
country report that cattl£n£n say they, 
have few beef cattle o^ Land. They 
say also that cattle .raisers lu the 
range country declared a mouth ago

that the price of beef was bound td 
soon take a big jump upward, and that 
/lite supply would be unable to meet 
the demand. 


\ arious reasons are given for this 


alleged or real shortage. One of these 
reasons, but one which manifestly baa 
no foundation, is that the supply was 
depleted by the great demand of the 
koveininont for beef during the war. 
This reason Is not worth considering, 
as everybody knows that the volun- 
teer soldiers would have eaten aa 
much beef, if not considerably more, 
had they remained iu civil life than 
they consumed In the army. Another 
reason which might account for a 
temporary shortage 
is the almost 


complete failure of grass on the ranges 
throughout Nevada and Utah, and la 
much of Montana, Arizona aud New.. 
Mexico. Two weeks ago, within the, 
boundaries of these states, it was said!* 
that uot one herd of cattle was left la 
either Nevada or Utah. 


Unquestionably the moat potent rea- 


son for a general decrease in the beei! 
product is the gradual Increase in tha 
sheep raising industry. 
Sheep are 


gradually supereeding cattle on many, 
of the great ranges. This Is due mainlyj 
to the fact that sheep can always com- 
pete successfully with cattle in graz- 
ing on the same ground; they find food 
where cattle have just grazed; but, oni 
the other hand, they crop the grass so 
closely that there is no fodder left foe 
cattle coming after them. In very large 
districts, therefore, sheep have grad- 
ually replaced cattle. The plains have 
been overgrazed, and sheep have been 
crowding cattle out. The result is a 
large diminution of cattle in some of 
the range states. In Wyoming, for ex- 
ample, the number of cattle in 1808 
was only a little over half that of the 
years between 1880 and 1892. 


Another reason which tends to in- 


crease the prices of beef is the intro- 
duction of better blood, thus producing 
better beef, for which a better price is 
naturally demanded. On many of the 
ranges Ilerefords, Galloways, Short- 
horns and Aberdeen Anguses are being 
crossed with the native cattle, with thai 
result that a higher class product la 
coming into the market 


A new element is being introduced 


into the beef trade which may perhapa 
have a bearing, though possibly slight, 
on the market. 
This is "pony beef.'* 


The term, however, Is a misnomer. 
"Baby beef more appropriately ap- 
plies to the delicious, tender meat of 
the cattle that are too old for veal and 
too young for packers. If the equine 
diminutive is to be used, "pony steers" 
would be better. 


However ho may be classed in the 


market reports or whatever he may, 
be called on epicurean menus, the fat- 
ted calf that has Just come out of 
northern Colorado is a distinct proposi- 
tion that hereafter must be considered 
seriously by stock raisers. The Colo- 
rado calf, or the calf to which the 
Colorado method-Aas been applied, has 
demonstrated his right to be classed 
among the industries of that great 
state. He will uot be headed off. and 
each successive year he will demand; 
more rope. 


In northern Colorado a few wise 


stockmen who always cross brains 
with brawn last year conceived the 
Idea of utilizing tho calf for something 
more than veal. They concluded to 
enter him as a yearling and not to keep 
him for the futurity beef stakes. They 
proposed to make him a distinct entity, 
instead of turning him out on the 
range to lose his individuality. 


As northern Colorado has been first 


in Iamb feeding, so it is now first in 
calf feeding. 
The sheep Industry In 


that region has been built up to a mag- 
nitude that has made it fatuous and 
wealthy, aud now that section has es- 
tablished a new stock interest that 
promises to duplicate or exceed the 
success of the sheep proposition, for 
it goes without saying that if calves 
can be converted into fine beef that 
will realize $40 or more a head before 
they arc a year old stockmen will find 
calf fattening a most profitable busi- 
ness, bringing, as it must a quick re- 
turn on tip money taTnted.

Letti-is were placed iu large cup- 
boards on shehes aud taken out when 
dispatch was to be made and sorted on 
a t.i! ie. There were four of these cup- 
boa id-, each with folding doors, with 
sh< hos labeled to show what mail they 
contained. 


The boxes for city delivery were ar- 


ranged around three sides of a quad- 
rangular space,of which the fourthsido 
t.ued the lobby and had two delivery 
windows. L\rry boxholder had Issued 
to him a pasteboard receipt, and this 
was presented by the party calling for 
i,:nl. 


The general delivery case, with its 


many little boxes for separation of 
mail alphabetically, to expedite deliv- 
e i \ , is an unknown quality iu Manila. 


There was a carrier service In con- 


nection with the Manila postofflce. but 
It was of the crudest sort. The carriers 
were paid no salaries by the govern- 
ment, but depended for a living upon 
the fees they collected from the re- 
cipients of the letters. 
The usual 


charge was '2 cents for a letter and 1 
cent for a paper. There was an entire 
lack of system iu the delivery, and it 
is a man el that any letters overreach 
ed their proper destination. 


'J licse vtere some of the obstacles 


the American postal otlicers had to en- 
loiniler. 
There was the added com- 


plication of conducting the office In 
two languages. 
It was found advisa- 


ble to run two general delhery win- 
dows, one for Spanish letters e\cluslve- 
ly. iu charge of Spanish employees 
and the other for nil other classes, In 
charge of n soldier. 


Under the American regime greai 


changes have been made, and the Ma 
nila {lostoflicc has boon pretty thor 
oughly Americanized and brought "up 
to date."

STRIKERS IN MOOD FOR VERY 


SERIOUS OUTBREAK. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 2. — John 


Pollock was shot and killed, William 
Thnyer was seriously wounded, and 
about eight men were hurt in n fight 
between the strikers at the collieries 
in West Pittston and a repair gang 
today. The strikers had been in nn 
ugly mood for several dnys nnd yes- 
terday they 
stoned 
several 
men. 


Warrants were issued for their ar- 
rest, but none were served. 


Lnst night a lot of top rock fell 


in the mine mid today Night Watch- 
man Willinni Thnyer got five men 
together to make repairs. 


As they reached the mine the strik- 


ers blocked their way nnd 
threw 


stones. 
The workmen ran to the 


"head house1' for shelter, whereupon 
the strikers opened nre upon them. 
Thaycr fell 
badly wounded. The 


others returned tlie fire, killing John 
Pollock, one of the strikers. 
The 


strikers then drew tvway and are now 
scattered in the woods hiding from 
nrrest. 


About 500 men nre involved in the 


strike, which had been in progress 
for nearly six weeks. They are strik- 
ing against what they claim to be ex- 
cessive dockage. 


A large number of deputy 
con- 


stables arc guarding the mine. The 
strikers, particularly the foreign ele- 
ment, nre worked up to a high pitch 
of excitement and threaten vengeance. 
All of them are armed and It would 
not take much provocation to start 
n general riot. 


Sheriff Harvey has been notified 


nnd will take precautions 
to 
pre- 


serve peace. 


The officials of the company say It 


wan absolutely necessary 
to send 


men Into the mine today, as 
the 


heavy top rock threatened to do great 
damage, nnd had not repairs been 
made at once the loss would have run 
Into thousands of dollars. 


The company had intended to make 


Eome repairs at the mine at the be- 
ginning of the week, hut they could 
not get men to go to work at 
any 


price. 
The few "company 
hands" 


who had remained loyal to their em- 
ployers said they would be taking 
their lives in their hands 
if they 


ventured Into the mine. Some of the 
strikers had warned them that the 
first one who entered the mine would 
be a dead man.

MANILA, .Inly i!.j.—No doubt 
the 


thought has occurred to most of us 
tlmt a little militarism occasionally 
oven in our fri**s country would ho a 
good thing. Ir you huvu over had sucli 
a thought, Manila Is the place lo euro 
you of it., Military rule is a necessary 
evil at times, but a little of it goes a 
long way. It is demoralizing to those 
in authority, this unlimited power of 
almost life and death. The military of- 
licer falls Into the habit of considering 
himself and his kind as all there is, 
the civilian as nobody. Even the rea- 
sonable request of a civilian Is to be 
denied, often merely because the officer 
has the power of refusal. There is no- 
body to huld a chockreln on him except 
his own military superior, and this one 
seldom pulls tho string. 


You have heard how the civil courts 


were reopened by the military govern-

cr's order, lie decreed that business 
In them should be transacted in the 
Spanish language. This was the death- 
blow to a number of aspiring Ameri- 
can lawyers who had migrated to Ma- 
nila In hope of winning fame and for- 
tune. Hut even that was not enough. 
Tim judges of the courts themselves 
through nnd through were with three 
exceptions Filipino natives. If yon can 
Imagine to yourselves the while people* 
of Mississippi or Louisiana being com- 
pelled to have their lilw eases decided 
by iK'gro judges, and those only, yon 
can picture \vlint the appointment of 
Tagalo Judges meant in Manila. 


The British government once at- 


tempted tho same tiling In India, nil- 
pointing native Judges to try wHle 
people. There are in India 300,000,0(10 
brown people nnd only 270,000 whites, 
all told, but such a howl went up from 
those whites that the authorities wore 
glad to rescind this L-uiUuicntni action 
as quickly us possible, and they did it 
in a hurry, and that was the lust of it, 
though tho natives of India are a raee 
superior in all respects to the Tagains 
and mestizos of the Philippines. 
In 


Manila the inau who has been appoint- 
ed judge of the supreme court Is a na- 
tive, who lias nothing In his manners 
or appearance to distinguish him In any 
way from the mail and brother who 
cleans your shoes or takes care of your 
horses. Tho other day his honor the 
chief justice was walking across a hall 
in the judiciary building when he spat 
upon tho beautiful tiled floor. Perhaps 
he was dreaming of the ratholc oil a 
nipa hut In which his boyhood days 
were passed. At any rate, he commit- 
ted tho above abominable oJTenso 
against decency and civilization In 
presence of the guard of American sol- 
diers who wore in attendance. lusUint- 
ly a hand was laid upon his honor's 
arm, not too gently. 


"Don't yo spit on this Hiiro," said 


a voice In a delightful brogue. "If that 
occurs ngain I'll arrest ye, now mind," 
said the Irish-American soldier to his 
honor the chief justice of the supreme 
court. The Justice made no rep!y, but 
passed on Quickly. 


"But do you know who that is?" said 


a comrade to his guard. 


"I don't care who it is. I know me 


orders. All coons look alike to me," 
answered the bold Irishman. 


And It Is certain that till tho Tngnlo 


changes his character to something 
more forceful and capable than his 
present one, no matter to what post of 
honor military or other authority en- 
deavors to raise him, to the white man 
ho will continue to be a "coon," noth- 
ing more. 


Yet, whllo American military rule 


lifts tho Tagnlo at some points above 
his capabilities, at others it has de- 
graded him below tho level of human- 
ity. A few—let us be thankful they are 
a very few—American officers shame 
their country nnd the divine image of 
manhood by boating and kicking their 
native servants like dogs. Taking the 
cue from this, American private sol- 
diers in tho Ktrools have been known to 
knock down a defenseless native and 
take away from him the fruit, or other 
wares he bus to sell. They have oven 
robbed poor old decrepit women of 
tholr trnys of mangoes or a wizened 
little Chinese peddlor of his bundle of 
gny silk handkerchiefs nnd mndo oft 
with It. Fortunately such criminals and 


desperadoes in our ranks nre, agaiuv 
very few. Most of our soldiers conduct 
themselves in a way that their fellou 
countrymen ut home may be proud of 
them. I have watched them narrowly^ 
and I know this is the truth, lint tin, 
very few who illustrate the beauty ol 
military rule by abusing natives do nut 
serve to Increase the love of the Ta- 
galo either for such rule pr for th< 
American government. 


A very curious ease occurred the 


other day. One afternoon an American 
gentleman's coachman did not appear 
as usual to drive him hurno. The car- 
riage was late, and when It arrived tin. 
gardener was with it instead of the 
coachman. 


"Where is Tomas?" asked the Ameri-

"In the calaboose, sonor," was the 


answer. 


In brief, Tomas had been arrested 


for passing bad paper money on China- 
men and natives. lie had in his posses- 
sion :i quantity of good gold money 
that Iio had sot in exchange for his 
worthless notes.

The master trusted Tumas 
as lie would have trusted his own 
brother, he did. 
Tomas carried his 


keys and smm'times his umin-y. One 
day this hoiie.st T:i-:ilo aslcc.l his mas- 
ter about the money lying In the trunk. 
Tlio American explained lo him that it 
was not any good and thought no more 
of the matter. It was this stufl (hat 
Tomas had been passing, exchanging 
for gold at Us faee value. The honest 
and trusted Tairalo thought his master 
was saying falsehoods when he said it 
was worthless. 


"Tomas, ToinaB, why did yon do 


this?" said ills truKthis, deluded mas- 
ter. "Didn't I tell you this money was 
worlhless?" 


"Yew. sonor," replied Toman. "Itnt I 


thought you might bo mistaken, and I 
wan I ml to tind out fur myself," which 
was a defense quite worthy Ihe su- 
perior Intellect of Ihe white man.

BIG PRICES FOR BEEF 


AN EVIDENT SHORTAGE IN THE AVAIL- 


ABLE SUPPLY.

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 29.—The rise In 


the price of beef, both dressed and on 
the hoof, has naturally cuused consid- 
erable commotion In this center ol 
packing and shipping. There are vari- 
ous theories advanced as to Its caufitu, 
and us to the probable duration of ttj 
higher range of prices. It IB intimated 
that there is likely to be a shortagg for 
sonu! time In the beef supply. 


In spite of the denial of the^jjackera 


that there is u shortage in the avail- 
able beef supply, persousSvho Lave 
traveled recently through^llie range 
country report that cattHSfmfen say they 
have few beef cattle o$ Tband. They, 
say also that cattle .raisers Iu the 
range country declared a mouth ago

that the price of beef was bound td 
Soon take a big jump upward, und that 
/the supply would be unable to meet 
the demand. 


Various reasons are given for this 


alleged or real shortage. One of these 
reasons, but one which manifestly haa 
no foundation, is that the supply was 
depleted by the great demand of tho 
government for Leef durlug the war. 
This reason Is not worth considering 
as everybody knows that the volun- 
teer soldiers would have eaten at 
much beef. If not considerably more, 
had they remained in civil life than 
they c'oiisniuetl In the artuy. Another 
reason which might account for a 
(euiporary shortage Is the almost 
complete failure of grass on the ranges 
throughout Nevada and Utah, and la 
much of .Montana, Arizona and New. 
Mc.\leo. Two weeks ago, within tho, 
boundaries of theso states. It was said' 
that not one herd of cattle was left lo. 
either Nevada or Utah. 


Unquestionably the moat potent tea-' 


son for u general decrease in the beefi 
product Is tho gradual increase la th« 
sheep raising industry. 
Sheep aro 


gradually snpercedlng cuttle on many] 
of the great ranges. This is due nmlulj; 
to tiiu fact that sheep can always com- 
pote successfully with cattle In graz- 
ing on the same ground; they find food 
where cattle have Just grazed; but, out 
tho other baud, they crop the grass so 
closely that there Is no fodder left foE 
cattle coming after them. In very largo 
districts, therefore, sheep have grad- 
ually replaced cattle. The plains hava 
been overgrazed, nud Bheep have been: 
crowding cattle out. The result In a 
large diminution of cattle In some of 
the range states. In Wyoming, for ex- 
ample, the number of cattle Iu 1808 
was only a little over half that of tuo 
years between 18SU and 1892. 


Another reason which tends to iu- 


crease tho prices of beef Is the intro- 
duction of better blood, thus producing: 
better beef, for which a bettor price la 
naturally demanded. On many of tho 
ranges Ilerefords, Galloways, Short- 
horns and Aberdeen Anguses are being 
crossed with the native cattle, with tha 
result that a higher class product la 
coming Into the market 


A new clement Is being Introduced 


Into tho beef trade which may perhaps 
have a bearing, though possibly slight, 
on tlie market. 
Tlile IB "pony beof.'^ 


The term, however. Is n misnomer. 
"Baby beef" more appropriately ap- 
plies to the delicious, tender meat of 
tlie cattle that are too old for veal niid 
too young for packers. If the equine 
diminutive is to be used, "pony steers'* 
would be better. 


However ho may be classed In the 


market reports or whatever he may, 
be called on epicurean menus, the fat- 
ted calf that has Just come out of 
northern Colorado Is a distinct proposi- 
tion that hereafter must be considered 
seriously by stock raisers. The Colo- 
rado calf, or the calf to which tho 
Colorado inothoiWias been applied, has 
demonstrated tils right to bo classed 
among the industries of that great 
state. Ho will not bo'boaded off, and 
each successive year he will demand 
more rope. 


In northern Colorado a few wise 


stockmen who always cross brains 


1th brawn last year conceived tho 


Idea of utilizing tho calf for something 
more than veal. 
They concluded to 


enter him as a yearling and not to keep 
Ijini for the futurity beef stakes. They, 
iroposed to make him a distinct entity, 
nstead of turning him out on tho 
range to lose his individuality. 


As northern Colorado has been flrst 


In lamb feeding, so It IB now flrst in 
calf feeding. 
Tho sheep Industry in 


that region 1ms been built up to a mag- 
nitude that has madii It famous and 
wealthy, and now that section has es- 
tablished a now stock interest that 
promises to duplicate or exceed the 
success of the sheep proposition, for 
t goes without saying that if calves 
can bo converted into flue beef that 
will realize $40 or moro a head before 
they aro a year old stockmen will find 
calf fattening a most profitable busi- 
ness, bringing, as it must, a quick re- 
turn on th,e money Invested.

31: "Nut slothful in business; fervent 
in spirit; serving the Lurd." 


industry, ilevoulness and Christian 


service—all commended in tliat short 
text. What, is it possible that they 
Khali be eon joined ? Oh, yes. There is 
no war between religion and business, 
between ledgers and IJ'iblcs. between 
ehurehes and counting houses. On the 
contrary, religion ueceleratrs business, 
sharpens men's wits, sweetens acerbity 
of disposition, lillipsllie blood of phleg- 
matic :inil throws more velocity into 
the wheels of hard work. It gives bet- 
ter balancing to the judgment, more 
strength to the will, more imiseles to 
industry and throws into enthusiasm a 
inure consecrated tire. Yon cannot in 
all the circle of the world show me a 
man whose honest business has been 
despoiled by religion. 


The industrial dashes are divided into 


three 
groups—producers, 
manufac- 


turers, traders. 
Producers, such as 


farmers and miners. 
Manufacturers, 


such as those who turn corn into food 
and wool and (lax into apparel. Traders, 
Biieh as make profit out of the transfer 
and exchange of all that which is pro- 
duced and manufactured. 
A business 


man may belong to any one or all of 
these classes, and not one is independ- 
ent of any other. 


When the prinee imperial of France 


fell on the Zulu battlefield because the 
strap fasten ing the stirrup to the saddle 
broke as he clung to it, his comrades 
nil escaping, but lie falling under the 
lances of the savages, a great inany 
people. blamed the empress for allow- 
ing her son to go forth into that bat- 
tlefield, and others blamed the Eng- 
lish government for accepting the sac- 
riliee, and others blamed the Zulus for 
theirbarbarism. The one most to blame 
was the harness maker who fashioned 
that strap of the stirrup out of shoddy 
and imperfect material, as it was found 
to have been afterward. 
If the strap 


Jmd held, the prince imperial would 
probably have been alive to-day. Itut 
the strap broke. No prince independ- 
ent of u harness maker! 
High, low, 


wise, ignorant, you in one occupation, 
I in another, all bnund together. 


Ho that there must be one continuous 


line of sympathy with each other's 
work. 
Hut whatever your vocation, 


it you have a multiplicity of engnge- 
inents, if into your life there come lushes 
nnd umioyanccN and piM-1tirbiitiomt as 
well as percentages and dividends, if 
you arc pursued from Monday morning 
until Saturdaynight.and from-January 
(o .January by inexorable obligation 
and duty, then yon arc a. business man, 
or you are a business woman, und 
my subject is appropriate 
to your 


case. 


\Vc nrc under the impression that the, 


moil and tug of business life .ire a pris- 
on into which ;. it.an is tlirnst, or 
that it is an unequal strife, where un- 
armed u man goes fortli to contend. I 
Gliiill show you this morning that busi- 
ness life was intended of God for grand 
and glorious education and discipline, 
ind if I shall be helped to say whut I 
want to Hay I shall rub some of Ihe 
wrinkles of care out of your brow and 
unstrap some of Ihe burdens from your 
back. 
I am not talking of an abstrac- 


tion. 
Though never having been in 


business life, I know all about busi- 
ness men. 
In my first parish at Ilclle- 


ville, N. .T., ten miles from New York, 
a large, portion of my audience was 
made up of New York merchants. Then 
1 went to Syracuse, a place of immense 
commercial activity, and then I went 
to Philadelphia and lived long among 
the merchants of that city, than whom 
there are no belter men on earth, and 
lor 25 years I stood at my Jtrooklyn 
pulpit, Sabbath by Sabbath, preaching 
toandiences the majority of whom were 
business men and business women. It 
is not an abstraction of which 1 speak, 
but a reality with which 1 am well ac- 
<] (minted. 


In the first place, I remark 
that 


business life was intended as a school 
of energy. 
Gnd gives us a 
certain 


amount of raw material out of which we 
arc to hew our character. 
Our facul- 


ties are to be reset, rounded and sharp- 
ened up. Our young folks having grad- 
uated from school or college need a 
higher education, that which the rasp- 
ing collision of evory-day life alone caw 
effect. 
Energy is wrought out only 


in the fire. 
After a man has been in 


business activity 10, 20, 30 years, his 
energy is not to be measured by weights 
or plummets or ladders. 
There is no 


height it cannot scale, and there is no 
depth it cannot fathom, and there is no 
obstacle it cannot thrash. 


Now, my brother, why did Goil put 


you in that school of energy? Was it 
merely that you might be a yardstick 
to measure cloth, or a steelyard to 
weigh flour? Was it merely that yon 
might be better qualified to chaffer ami 
higgle? 
No. liod placed you in that 


school of energy that you might be de- 
veloped for Christian work. 
If the- un- 


developed 
talents in the Christian 


churches of to-day were brought out 
and thoroughly harnessed, I believe the 
whole earth would be converted to God 
in a twelvemonth. There are so many 
deep streams that are turning no mill 
and that arc harnessed 1o no factory 
bands. 


Now, 
(iod demands the host lamb out 


of every flock, 
lie demands the rich- 


est, sheaf of every harvest. Hedrmnnds 
the best men of every generation. A 
cause, in which Newton and Locke and 
Mansfield toiled you and 1 can afford lo 
toil in,. 
Oh, for fewer idlers in 
flic 


cause of Christ and for more OliriHfian 


workers, men who shall take the same 
energy that from Monday morning to 
Saturday night they put forth for the 
achievement of a livelihood or the gat ti- 
ering of a fortune, and on Sabbath days 
put it forth to the advantage of Christ's 
kingdom and the bringing of men to 
the Lord. 


l)r. Duff visited a man who had in- 


herited a great fortune. The. man said 
to him: "J had to be very busy for many 
years of my life getting my livelihood. 
After awhile this fortune came to me, 
and there has been no necessity that I 
toil since. There came a time when I 
said to myself 'Shall I now retire from 
biiFincBs or shall I go on and serve the 
Lord in my worldly occupation?* " lie 
said: "I resolved on the latter, and I 
have been more industrious in commer- 
cial circles than J ever was before, and 
since that hour I have never kept a 
farthing for myself. 
I have thought il 


to be a great .shame if J cnuldn't toil 
as hard for the Lord as I had toiled 
lor myself, and all the products of in,} 
factories and my commercial establish- 
ments, to HK> last farthing, have gone 
for the building of Christian institu- 
tions and supporting- the church 
of. 


liod." 
Would thai the same energy 


put forth for the world could be put 
forth for (Jod. Would that a thousand 
men in these great cities who have 
achieved u fortune could see it their 
duty now to do all business for Christ 
and the alleviation of the world's suf- 
fering! 


Again. 1 remark that business life is 


a school of patience. In your every- 
day life how many things to annoy and 
to disquiet! 
Bargains will rub. Com- 


mercial men will snmelinirs 
fail to 


meet their engagements. 
Cash books 


and money drawer will sometimes quar- 
rel, 
(iiiods ordered fora special emer- 


gency will ronie too late or be damaged 
in the transportation. 
People intend- 


ing no harm will go shopping without 
any intention of purchase, overturning 
great stocks of goods and insisting that 
yon break lite dox.rn. More bad debts 
on the ledger. 
More counterfeit bills 


in the drawer. More debts to pay for 
other people. More meannesses <m the 
part of partners in business. Annoy- 
ance after annoyance, vexation after 
vexation, and los~s after loss. 


AH that process will cither break you 


down or brighten you up. 
It is u 


school of patience. You have known 
men under the process io become petu- 
lant, and choleric, and angry, and pug- 
nacious, and cross, and sour, and queer, 
and they lost tticircuKtomers.and tiieir 
name became a detestation. Other men 
have been brightened up under 
the 


process. They were toughened by the 
exposure. They were like rocks, all the 
more valuable for being blasted. 
At 


first they had to choke down iheir 
wrath, at first they had to bite their 
lip, at first they thought of some sting- 
ing retort they would like to make, but 
they conquered Iheir impatience. They 
have, kind words now for sarcastic 
llings. They have gentle behavior now 
for unmannerly customers. They are 
patient now with unfortunate debtors. 
They have Christian relleelionw now for 
sudden reverses. Where dirt they gi-t 
that'patience? Jly hearing u minister 
preach concerning it on Sabbath? Oh, 
no. They got it just where you will get 
it—if you ever get it at all—selling hats, 
discounting notes, turning banisters, 
plowing corn, tinning roofs, pleading 
causes. Oh, thai amid the turmoil and 
anxiety and exasperation of everyday 
life you might hear the voice of God 
saying: "In patience possess your sou I. 
Let patience have her perfect work." 


I remark again that business life is 


a. school of useful knowledge. 
Mer- 


chants do not read many books and do 
not study lexicons. They do not dive 
into profounds of learning, and yet 
nearly all through their occupations 
conic 
to 
understand questions of 


finance, and polities, and geography, 
and jurisprudence, and el hies. Busi- 
ness is a severe schoolmistress. Jf pu- 
pils will not learn, she strikes! hem over 
the head and the heart with severe 
losses. You put $"i,000 into an enter- 
prise. It is all gone. You say: "That 
is a dead loss." Oh, no. You are paying 
Ihe schooling. That was only tuition, 
very large tulition—I told you it was a 
severe schoolmistress—but il was worth 
it. Yon learned things under thai proc- 
ess you would not have learned in any 
other way. 


'Iradersln grain come to know somc- 


fhingabout foreign harvests; traders in 
fruit come to know something about 
the prospects of tropical production; 
manufacturers of American goods come 
lo understand the tariff on imported 
articles; publishers of books must come, 
:o understand the new law of copy- 
right; owners of ships must come to 
know winds and shoals and navigation, 
and every bale of cotton and every 
raisin cask and every tea box and every 
cluster of bananas is so much literature 
for a business man. Now, my brother, 
wh'at arc yon going to do with the intel- 
ligence? J)o you suppose God put you 
in this school of information merely 
that you might be sharper in a- trade, 
that you might be more successful as a 
worldling? Oh, no. It was that you 
might take that useful information and 
use it for Jesus Christ. 


Can it be that you have been dealing 


with foreign lands and never had the 
missionary spirit, wish ing the sal vat ion 
of foreign people? Can it he that you 
have become acquainted with all the 
outrages inflicted in business life and 
lhat you have never tried to brii:g to 
bear that Gospel which is to extirpate 
all evil and correct all wrongs and il- 
luminatealland save men for f his world 
and Ihe world darkness and lift up nil 
wretchedness to come? Can it be that 
understanding all Ihe intricacies of 
business yon know nnlhing about (hose 
things which will last. af,ter all bills of 
exchange and consignments and in- 
voices and rent rolls shall have crum- 
pled up and been consumed in the fires 
of the last great day? Can it be that a 
man will be wise for time and a fool for 
eternity? 


1 remark also thai business life, is a 


school for integrity. 
No man knows 


what he will do u n t i l he is tempted. 
There arc thousands of men who have 
kept. Iheir integrity 
merely because 


they never have hiiiin tested. A man 
was elected treasurer of tin; slatfi of 
tUaim- some, years ajro. Up wnsdislin- 


guislied for his honesty, usefulness aud 
uprightness, but before one year had 
passed he had taken of the public funds 
for his own private use and was hurled 
out of ollice in disgrace. Distinguished 
for virtue before. Distinguished for 
crime after. You can call over the names 
of men just like that, in whose honesty 
you had complete confidence, but placed 
in curtain crises of temptation they 
went overboard. 


Never so many temptations to scoun- 


drel ism as now. Not a law on the stat- 
ute book but 
has some back door 


through which a miscreant can escape. 
Ah, how many deceptions in the fab- 
ric of the goods! So much plundering 
in commercial life that if a. man talk 
about living a life of complete commer- 
cial integrity there are those who as- 
cribe it to greenness and lack of tact. 
More need of houesfy now than ever 
before—tried honesty, complete, hon- 
esty—more than in those times when 
business was a plain affair and woolens 
•were woolens, and silks were silks and 
men were men. 


How nuiny men do you suppose there 


arc in commercial life who could say 
truthfully: "In all the sales 1 have cve'r 
made I have never overstated the value 
of goods; in all the sales 1 have ever 
made 1 have never covered up an imper- 
fection in the fabric; in all the thou- 
sands of dollars 1 have ever made I have 
not tahen one dishonest 
farthing?" 


There are men, however, who can say 
it, hundreds who can say it, thousands 
who can say it. They sire more honest 
than when they sold their first lieree 
of rice, or their first firkin of butter, 
because, their honest rand integrity have 
been tested, tried and come out tri- 
umphant, liii? they remember a time 
when thcv could have rubbed a partner, 
or have nlwuniled with the funds of a 
bank, or made a false assignment, or 
borrowed inimitably without any ef- 
forts at payment, or gut ;L man into a 
sharp corner and fleeced him. Hut they 
never took one step on that pathway 
of hell tire. They can say their pray- 
ers without hearing the chink of dis- 
honest dollars. 
They can read tlielr 


Uiblc without thinking of the time 
when with a lie on their soiii in the 
custom house they kUscd the Hook. 
They can think of death and the judg- 
ment that conies afler it without any 
flinching—that day when all charlatans 
and cheats, and jockeys and 
frauds 


shall be doubly damned. It docs not 
make their knees knock together, ami 
it does not make their teeth chatter to 
read "as the partridge sitteth on eggs 
and hatchcth them not. .so he that gct- 
teth riches, and not by right, shall 
leave them in the midstof hisdavs.and 
at his end shall be a Tool." 


What a school of integrity business 


life is! If you ever have been tempted 
lo let your integrity cringe before prcs- 
c n t 
ail van t age, 
i f yo n 
h a vc 
t 
1 ve r 


wakened up in MMIIC embarrassment 
and said: "Now, I will slep a little, 
aside from the right path and no one 
will know It, and 1 will come all right 
again, it. is only once." That only once 
has ruined ten* of thousands of men 
for this life and blasted their souls for 
eternity. 


A merchant in Liverpool got a five 


pound Itank of England note,and,hold- 
ing it up toward the light, he saw sonic 
interdeliiiealinns in what scrmcd red 
ink. 
lie finally deciphered the letters 


and found out that the writing had 
been made by n slave in Algiers, say- 
ing, in substance: "Whoever g;-ts this 
hank note will ptea.sc to inform my 
brother, John Dean, living near Carlisle, 
that I 11111 :i slavt! of the. bey of Algiers." 
The merchant sent word, employed gov- 
ernment, officers and found who this 
man was spoken of in this bank bill. 
Aflcrawhilc the man was rescued, who 
for 11 years had been a slave of the bey 
of Algiers. He was immediately eman- 
cipated, but'was so worn out by hard- 
ship and exposure h« soon after died. 
Oh, if some of the bank bills lhat come, 
through your hands could tell all the 
scenes through which they have passed, 
it would be u tragedy eclipsing any 
drama of Shakcspi-arc, mightier than 
King Lear or Macbeth! 


An I go on in this subject, I am im- 


proved with the- importance of our hav- 
ing more, sympathy with business men. 
Is it not a shame that we in our pulpits 
do not oflenerpreaeh about.thcirstnig- 
gles, their trials aud their temptations? 
lien who toil with the hand arc not a pi 
to be very sympathetic with those who 
toil with the brain. The. farmers who 
raise the corn and the oats and the 
wheat sometimes arc tempted to think 
that grain merchants have an easy time 
anil get their profits withontgivingany 
equivalent. 


\Ve talk about Iho martyrs of the 


Piedmont valley, and Ihe martyrs 
among the Scotch Highlands, and the 
martyrs at Oxford. There, are just as 
certainly martyrs of Wall street and 
State street, martyrs of Fulton street 
and Broadway, martyrs of Atlantic 
street and Chestnut, street, going 
Uirongh hotter fires, or having their 
necks under sharper axes. 
Then it be- 


hooves us to banish all fret fulness from 
our lives, if this subject be true. We 
look- back to the time when we, were 
at school, and we remember the rod, 
and we remember the hard tasks, and 
we complained grievously, but now we 
see it was for the best. Business life is 
n school, and the tasks are hard, and 
Ihe chastisements sometimes are very 
jrie.voiiK. But do not complain. The 
hotter the fire the better the refining. 
There are men before the throne of (Jod 
llns day in triumph who on earth were 
cheated out of everything but 
their 


cof 11 n. 
They were sued, they were, 


imprisoned for debt, fhcy wr.rc throt- 
tled by constables with a whole, pack 
of writs, they wen: sold out by the 
sheriffs, they had to compormise with 
their creditors, they had to make as- 
signments. 
Their dying hours wore, 


annoyed by Ihe sharp ringing of the 
doorbell by some impel nous creditor 
who thought il. was outrageous 
and 


impudent that a man should dare to 
die. before, he paid the last, half dollar. 


I had a friend who had ninny mis- 


fortunes. ICverylhing went against him. 
He, had good business capacity and was 
of the best nf morals, but he was one 
of those mm such as you have some- 
times seen, for whom everything seems 
to go wrong. 
IHs life became to him 


n pinguo. 
Whrn 1 heard hrwasdnid, 


1 said: "Good—cot rid of the sheriffs!" 


\Vlio are those lustrous souls before 
the thrnneV 
When the (juestinn is 


asked: "IV ho are thovV" the angels 
standing on the sea. of gl:iss respond: 
"These are they who came, uiit uf great 
business trouble and h:ul their robes 
washed ami made white iu the blood of 
the Lamb." 


A man arose in Fulton street prayer 


meeting ami said: "1 wish publicly to 
acknowledge tbe goodness of (.iod.
